A spokeswoman for the Un- 
ited Farm Workers told five 
hundred demonstrators Friday 
night that the boycott of Dom- 
inion stores in Quebec would 
only be successful when it 
begins to cut into Dominion's 
profits. 

Dolores Huerta, a co-founder 
of the United Farm Workers 
(UFW) and holder of the highest 
position of any woman in the 
U.S. labour union movement, 
was in Montreal this weekend to 
promote the United Farmworker 
boycott of Dominion stores. 
She was appearing In place of 
Cesar Chavez who was hospital- 
ized earlier In the week in 
California with back problems. 

Explaining the reasons for the 
Dominion store boycott, she 
said that the Dominion exec- 
utives will not be persuaded 
through reason, through mor- 
ality, or through negotiations, 
but only through the power of 
the boycott. 

Commenting on the fact that 
Dominion stores still supply 
grapes and iceberg lettuce, ig- 
noring the boycott of these 
goods, she said: "Dominion Is 
not neutral. It is taking the 
position of the growers. Dom- 
inion has shared In the-explolt- 
atlon of workers. It has the 
money in its cash registers that 
belongs to those who really 
worked for It. Dominion stores 
have a debt to pay to the farm 
workers. 

"Where do Dominion stores 
get their power?" she asked. 
'They get power from the 
people who shop there. They 
get power from the people who 
grow their produce, from the 
people who run their stores. The 
workers give them power." ; 

Huerta said that the boycott 
hopes. to handicap Dominion 
and reduce their profits, which 
last year totaled over ten million 
dollars. She noted that "Corp- 
orations are bloodless; they, 
have no soul. Their nervous 
system, their heart and brain, 
are all in their wallet." She urged 
the audience to channel their 
convictions into action and to 
begin working with the Montreal 
UFW staff to build a stronger 
campaign.

MCM criticizes mayor

City governments are control- 
led by big business. This was 
the conclusion of the panelists 
taking part In the final day of the 
urban symposium, 'The City 
and the Modern World," on 
Friday night. 

James Lorimer, author of "A 
Citizen's Guide to City Politics" 
stated that in the three cities he 
had studied, Toronto, Winnipeg 
and Vancouver, "the property 
industry has captured control of 
city government." He said that 
the majority of city councillors 
in these cities hold occupations 
related to property and real 
estate. Many of these are Insur- 
ance agents who deal primarily 
In property insurance, Lorimer 
said. "People in Toronto believe 
that they have a new kind of city 
government, but appearances 
can be deceiving," said Lorimer. 
"What we have In Toronto is the 
same reality with a much 
smoother appearance." 
> Nick Auf der Maur, Montreal 
Citizens' Movement (MCM) can- 
didate In Cote des Neiges de- 
scribed a similar situation In 
Montreal. \ 

"Eighty per cent of Montreal 
city councillors are in business, 
and half of these are in In- 
surance," he stated. Auf der 
Maor said that the Civic Party 
has never had a public meeting 
or open nominations and that 
there Is no tradition of partici- 
pation In Montreal city politics. 
"People don't know about muni- 



cipal politics. Until 1970 most 
tenants didn't, even have the 
right to vote." He offered the 
MCM as an alternative to the 
present situation. "Our platform 
is to restore functioning city 
democracy In Montreal and to 
change the priorities of city 
government." 

Paul Kourl, mayoral candi- 
date of the League for Socialist 
Action, also sees municipal 
government as dominated by 
business Interests. "Montreal 
City Council Is part and parcel 
of the ruling capitalist class," 
he said. 

Kouri said the need for a 
workers' municipal government 
is part of a larger struggle. "Our 
objective Is getting out the 
message to build a socialist 
society." Kouri proposes that 
the municipal government re- 
duce the work week in order to 
combat unemployment and pro- 
vide day care centres and ab- 
ortion clinics. 

. The fourth panelist, Dr. 
Markus Martin of Democratic 
Montreal objected to the fact 
that many Civic Party candi- 
dates own businesses In their 
districts but don't live there. 
When asked why he joined 
Democratic Montreal rather 
than the Montreal Citizens' 
Movement, he said/ that he 
"could not back a party that 
supported the Parti Québ- 
écois." "I like the word 'moder- 
ate', and Democratic Montreal 
is a moderate party," said 
Martin.

A candidate from tha Mont- 
real Citizens' Movement (MCM) 
In the upcoming municipal el- 
ection accused Mayor 
Jean Drapeau of changing .his 
platform to make it similar to 
MCM's. 

In a panel discussion Sunday 
with Civic- Party and Demo- 
cratic Montreal Party candi- 
dates, Nick Auf der Maur, MCM 
council candidate for Cote des 
Neiges, said, ".Three weeks ago 
Drapeau said that he would run 
on his record. Now he says his 
campaign will revolve around 
renovations and the stopping of 
demolition. That is essentially 
the platform of the MCM." 

Abe Cohen, executive of the 
Civic Party, defended Drapeau 
saying that before 1960, Mont- 
real was a city notorious for Its 
gambling houses and prosti- 
tution. "If It hadn't been for 
Drapeau, we wouldn't have a 
Metro system. And after the 
Olympics, there will be 58 extra 
miles of Metro."

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Scandal emerging at Vanier

The student newspaper at the 
Snowdon campus of Vanier 
College was' censored In Its 
coverage of a. campus elevator 
accident by a school admini- 
strator who threatened to cut off 
the newspaper's funds. The 
accident, which occurred on 
September 25, - left a student 
seriously injured. 

Head of Student Services, 
Les Brockhurst, threatened the 
Snowdon^ Associated Press 
with a complete cutoff of funds 
unless the article, pictures, and 
negatives of the accident were 
"given to him. 

Brockhurst said that he had a 
responsibility to use his control 
over the student activity fees to 
". . .stop potential problems for 
the college," and that if the 
paper had printed the pictures 
_of the accident, there could 
have been "adverse reactions" 
to the college. 



However, according to a law- 
yer the paper consulted, Brock- 
hurst had no legal ground on 
which to demand the pictures 
and negatives, even though he 
did exercise control over the 
newspaper's funds'. 
' The accident occurred when 
one- of the elevators at the 
college dropped one floor with 
its doorsopen. 

. Two students* narrowly es- 
caped injury by jumping out of 
the elevator as it began falling.' 
A third student, Howard Schrier 
suffered cuts down his back and 
severe internal Injuries as he 
attempted to escape from the 
falling elevator. Schrier was 
trapped between the falling 
elevator and the wall of the 
elevator shaft. He was_rushed 
to the hospital and is not 
expected to return to school 
until next week, five weeks 
after the accident. It has been 
learned that Schrier is seeking 
•damages from Snowdon as a 
result of the accident. 



.A fourth student stayed in- 
s id e t h e elevator until it could be 
manually lowered to a safe 
position. 

The elevators at the college 
have an extensive history of 
break-downs and malfunctions 
since they began operation Jh Is 
September. The majority . of 
students prefer to use the stairs 
In the eight-storey building In 
order to avoid the elevators. 

The elevator in which the 
accident occurred is still out of 
operation but there are regular 
break-downs and malfunctions 
In the elevators still In use. 

Brockhurst claimed his fi- 
nancial control over the stu- 
dents' funds was only an "ad- 
vice giving mechanism" adding - 
that "...It Is here for the 
protection of students." 

Brockhurst says friends of 
Schrier came to him "on behalf 
of Schrier" and his parents and 
said" that Schrier's parents 
"would ' not be happy," - If a' 
picture of the accident was 



printed In the paper. 

However, Kevin Gllllgan, ed- 
itor of the paper, said Brock- 
hurst demanded the negatives 
and claimed that "...It was 
Illegal to print them and that we 
would be taken to court if we 
did." 

Brockhurst claims he only 
threatened the paper because a 
former editor had promised him 
the pictures and negatives three 
days before he resorted to 
threats. 

However, Gilllgan said the 
former editor had no authority 
to make any promises of that 

' Brockhurst said he would 
only give them back on the 
condition they not be printed In 
the paper. - 

However, last Tuesday, 
Brockhurst backed down and 
returned the negatives to the 
paper, unconditionally, al- 
though he advised they check 
with the people involved in the 
accident before printing them.

I 
cannot find In the constitution, 
or' the by-laws of MUNASA, 
where it directly states that we 
deny ourselves the right to 
bargain. I must assume then, 
that the author is referring to our 
so-called non-unjon stand. • 
Since, the tradesmen at the 
Buildings and Grounds have an 
association, and a legal and 
binding contract, similar. to 
otherunlon contracts at McGIII, 
what, once we achieve the 
magic figure of 50% plus one, 
would prevent us from negotiat- 
ing a contract? This • is the 
reason for our membership - 
drive, not because of apathy; 
tnls exists in all political sys- 
tems.

In general the whole Issue 
bolls down to two major points. 
An individual can join MUN- 
ASA, pay the buck a month and 
wait (and as stated in the article, 
rely on the goodwill of the 
Administration for "Goodies") 
BUT while one is waiting, one 
won't:

Jacques Brlsebols, mayor- 
alty candidate for the Demo- 
cratic Montreal Party said 
"Drapeau is a one man show." 
There are $424 million of taxes 
collected each year, he added, 
and nobody seems to know 
exactly what It's^used for. 

Auf der Maur said that City 
Council does not meet often 
enough to properly administer 
Its finances. Council meets for. 
an average of only 30 hours 
each year, according to Auf der 
Maur. 

Cohen attacked MCM on 
their low-cost housing plans, 
saying that it takes time to 
achieve this. He said that since 
1968 , 5,000 houses were built, 
1,000 are now being built, and 
that 2,000 more are being 
planned. 

Nick Auf der Maur countered 
that "Drapeau promised 2,000 
units of low cost housing for 
1973. Last year only 900 were 
built." 

"Drapeau promised that 
taxes wouldn't go up," added 
Auf der Maur, "but tax rates 
climb up with the evaluation of 
property, and that certainly has 
gone up."

Lennoxville. Although the 
match was marred by penalties 
and errors by both teams, the' 
fans who had braved the cold 
and wind last Saturday after- 
noon were treated to a tense and 
exciting exhibition of football, 
with the hometown Gaiters 
.tallying with less than a minute 
remaining on the clock to win. 

Spearheaded by what Bi- 
shop's coach Bruce Coulter 
called "the best damned pass- 
ing team In the league", 
McGIH's offense was Indeed 
Impressive. Not Including the 
miles upon miles they lost due 
to penalties, the Redmen 
amassed over 375 yards total 
offense, mostly via the aerial 
route.. Quarterback. Dis Auders 
was sharp, using all his re- 
ceivers smartly. Also, together 
both Don Cowle and Mike 
Chambers gained over a nun- .. 
dred yards rushing. 

The McGill defense also 
performed brilliantly. Checking 
Bishop's offense for most of 
the game, they pinned the 
Gaiters Into their own zone for 
almost the entire contest. The 
Gaiter quarterback, Mike 
Munzar, completed only five of 
eighteen attempts and the 
yardage the Gaiter offense 
gained along the ground was 
primarily within their own 
territory. 

However, though McGill 
dominated in practically every 
statistic, they fell short In the 
most important one: the score. 
Mistakes costly 

And for that there is a 
reason. The Redmen, often 
threatening to put points on the 
board, were stymied by either 
costly errors or untimely In- 



fractions. Picture this: 

Auders drops back and fakes 
a pass to Ross Brooks. 
McGIH's Don Meehan sneaks 
behind the defender, who was 
now shaped like a pretzel trying 
to recover, and catches his 
quarterback's toss with no one 
between him and the endzone. 
He stumbles and falls. 

Later in the drive, Auders 
drops back to pass once again. 
Pressured by a heavy Bishops 
rush, he maintains his com- 
posure, calmly stepping out of 
the crumbling pocket. Observ- 
ing that his receivers are all 
blanketed, he commences one 
of his Infrequent scrambles. 
Eluding several potential tack- 
lers, he dances for 24 yards 
before being brought down. 
However, this key play is called 
back because of a. clipping 
infraction called against the 
Redmen. 

McGill Is threatening on the 
Gaiter 24 yard line. On third 
down and two, Auders correctly 
anticipating a short yardage 
defense, fakes a hand-off and 
drops back to pass. Ross 
Brooks, meanwhile, darts past 
a preoccupied Gaiter defensive 
halfback, and charges alone 
into the endzone. Auders spots 
his target, and fires the ball to 
Brooks. An easy six points, but 
the usually sure-handed re- 
ceiver drops the . elusive 
pigskin. 

Don Meehan, who had 
caught a touchdown pass 
earlier in the game, breaks 
downfield slipping past his 
coverage. Auders spots his 
endzone-bound receiver, and 
hits him with a spiral. Don 
catches the spiral, but drops 
the football. 

McGill stellar defense holds 
Bishop's on second down. The 
ensuing punt comes to rest in 
Ross Brooks' arms. Breaking 
tackle upon tackle, Brooks 
courageously outraces the

At the end of- the first half, 
the score was tied at 14. 
Second half 

McGill struck first In the 
second period, as Dan Cast- 
ellanl spilt the uprights to give 
McGill a 17-14 lead.

At that point Bishoprs took 
the ball on their own fifteen 
yard line and proceeded to 
march downfield.

The drive 
stalled on the ten yard line, 
however, and Castellan) was 
called to the field with only a 
minute and a half remaining in 
the match. Dan responded with 
a clutch fleldgoal which put 
McGill ahead once again. 

Unfortunately the Redmen's 
rapture was shortlived. Follow- 
ing Castellani's drive, Bishop's 
drove downfield against 
McGIH's prevent defense. From 
the Redmen 46 yard line the 
Gaiter quarterback threw a 
screen pass which went for 44 
yards to the McGill two yard 
line. Two plays later, the quar- 
terback, Mike Munzar, put the 
ball over the goal line himself 
for the winning score, with only

game.
